BRIEF HISTORY OF THE PERSECUTION 
IN IRELAND. 

Ireland has been drenched with 
the blood of the Protestants, forty 
or fifty thousand of whom were 
cruelly murdered in a few days, 
in different parts of the kingdom, 
in the reign of Charles I. It be- 
yan on the 23d of October, 1641. 
‘Having secured the principal gen- 
tlemen, and seized their effects, 
they murdered the common peo- 
ple in cold blood, forcing many 
thousands to fly from their houses 
and settlements naked into the 
bogs and woods,where they perish- 
ed with hunger and cold. Some 
they whipt to death, others they 
stript naked, and exposed to 
shame, and then drove them like 
herds of swine to perish in the 
mountains; many handreds were 
drowned in rivers, some had their 
throats cut, others were dismem- 
bered. Withsome the execrable 
villains made themselves sport, 
trying who could hack the deep- 
est into an Englishman’s flesh ; 
wives and young virgins abused in 
the presence of their nearest reia- 
tions; nay, they taught their chil- 
dren to strip and kill the children 
of the English, and dash out their 
brains against the stones. ‘Thus 
many thousands were massacred 
in a few days, without distinction 
of age, sex, or quality, before they

“Some years since, a young 


man by the name of Brown, was 
cast into prison in this city for 
debt. 


His manners were inte- 
resting. His fine dark eyes beam- 
ed so much intelligence, his lively 
countenance expressed so much 
ingenuousness, that I was induced. 
contrary to my usual rule, to seek 
his acquaintance. Companions 
in misery, we became attached to 
each other. 

‘ Brown was informed that one 
of his creditors would not consent 
to his discharge ; that he had abu- 
sed him very much, (as is usual in 
such cases) and made a solemn 
oath to keep him in jail ‘till he 
rotted.’ 1 watched Brown’s coun- 
tenance when he received this in- 
formation, and whether it was fan- 
cy or not, 1 cannot say, but 1 
thought | saw the cheering spirit 
of hope in that moment desert him 
for ever. 

“ Nothing gave Brown pleasure 
but the daily visits of his amiable 
wife. By the help of a kind rela- 
tion, she was able to give him 
sometimes soup, wine, and fruit, 
and every day, clear or stormy, 
she visited the prison to cheer the 
drooping spirits of her husband. 
She seemed an angel, administer- 
ing consolation to a man about to 
converse with angels. One day 
passed the hour of one o’clock, 
and she came not—Brown was un- 
easy —Two, three, and four pass- 
ed, and she did not appear—Brown 
was distracted. A messenger ar~ 
rived—Mrs. Brown was very dan- 
gerously ill, and supposed to be 
dying in a convulsive fil. As soan 
as Brown had received this intel- 
ligence, he darted to the door with 
the rapidity of lightning. The 
inuer door was open, and the jail- 
er, who had just let some one in, 
was closing itas Brown passed vio- 
lently through. The jailer knock- 
ed him down with a massy iron 
key which he held in his hand, and 
Brown was carried back senseless 
and covered with blood to fis 
cell. 

“ Mrs. Brown died—and her 
husband was deprived even of the 
privilege of closing her eyes. He 
lingered for some time, till at last 
he called me, and gazing on me, 
while a faint smile played upon 
his lips, he said, ‘he believed 
death was more kind than his cre- 
ditors.? After a few convulsive 
struggles, he expired.”

The late Francis Baker, Esq. was a gen- 
tleman of learning and talents from New- 
Jersey, and was educated as a lawyer under 
the late attorney general Wovdruff, and re-| 
moved to Natchez about nine years ago, | 
where he became the proprietor and con- 
ductor of a public journal. 

In September last he set out on a journey 
to his native state, on horseback, and had 
necessarily to pass through the state of Ken- 
tucky. An attack of fever on the road com- 


pelled him to remain some days at Lexing-| 
ton to recover sufficient strength to pursue | 


his journey. In this enfeebled state he left 
Lexington on the 1st November, and rode to 
a place called the Blue Licks, where he 
lodged.
